Mr. Chambers and I have had the chance to review the presentence report you prepared 
for the Honorable Paul L. Friedman in anticipation of sentencing on January 26, 2006* As 
you can see from the attached Receipt and Acknowledgment of Presentence Investigation 
Report^ we found no material/factual inaccuracies* Quite to the contrary, we found your 
report to be not only factually correct, but also extremely feir in that you present a very 
favorable picture of this man despite his aberrant conduct in this case.

Finally ;, on page 1 6, at paragraph 80, you list factors which could warrant sentencing 
outside the advisory guideline range* You are correct in the factors you list. 1 simply 
wanted to advise you that the government almost certainly will file a motion to depart 
based on USSG 5KLM know you do not put this in the report, but thought you should 
be aware of it* 
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Again Job well done. Thank you for the time and effort given to this matter. If there is 
anything I can provide prior to sentencing please let me know.
